EDMONTON LEADS 


The head of a great Canadian firm of 
manufacturing jewelers, and president of 
the Jewelers’ Association, says business 
in that line is better in Hdmonton than it 
is in any other prairie city. That is parti- 
cularly significant, and particularly en- 
couraging, because jewelry is a luxury, 
not a necessity. Where it is being bought 
there is evidence of money to spare, and 
that the money is being put into circula- 
tion and not hoarded. Where such lux- 
uries are being bought most freely, is the 
point where people are faring better than 
elsewhere. 


CLEARING THE GROUND 


The formal rejection of Mr. Bennett's 
tariff preference scheme by the Govern- 
ment of Great Britain carries no surprise. 
It had been informally pronounced unac- 
ceptable long ago. 

That the Imperial conference will ac- 
complish nothing toward the enlargement 
of intra-Empire trade, does not follow. 
Mr. Bennett’s plan is not the only one 
possible, nor the only one that has been 
‘proposed. 

Imperial statesmanship is not bank- 
rupt because Britain cannot in its own 
supposed interests agree to impose a tar- 
iff against foreign products for the bene- 
fit of the oversea dominions: Were that 
the only way to attain the end, it would 
have been a waste of time to call the 
conference, for there never was any rea- 
son to suppose that Britain would do 
anything else than reject the scheme. 

The unfortunate feature is so much 
time has been spent discussing an impos- 
sible plan that the conference may not be 
able to devote a proportionate amount of 
time and attention to the alternatives 
which Britain has to offer. The dominion 
premiers cannot stay in London indefin- 
itely, and there is a fair prospect that 
the conference will break up without hav- 
ing reached agreement on any line of ac- 
tion. 

At that, the gathering will not have 
been in vain. It has cleared the ground 
for future negotiations, by showing that 
the plan which the dominions could most 
easily employ for giving a preference to 
British goods cannot be employed by Bri- 
tain for giving a preference to dominion 
products. The next conference, which 
should be held next year, will thus be able 
to get down at once to a study of the al- 
ternative concessions which Britain is 
able and willing to exchange for tariff 
preferences. 


THE CITY’S IMPROVEMENT POLICY 


It is somewhat notable that, while 
they rejected on Wednesday bylaws for 
the replacement of obsolete bridges, the 
taxpayers of the city approved both the 
bylaws which were submitted to them to 
provide money for the improvement of 
the streets, 

Plainly, Edmonton property-owners 
are convinced that spending money on 
street improvement is a profitable invest- 
ment, and that the city ought to do a rea- 
sonable amount of this kind of work 
every year—even in a year when they are 
inclined to take chances on old bridges 
standing up for another season. 

* During the last few years a many 
miles of Edmonton streets which were 
neither seemly nor safe have been trans- 
formed into permanent, dependable, all- 
weather highways, and this without in 
any year spending a sum of more than 
moderate proportions. The vote on Wed- 
vesday is a clear pronouncement from 
he taxpayers that they want th's grad- 
2! but systematic imvrovement to go on. 
The city has got good value for the 
‘oney that has been exnended in substi- 
tutine gravel for mud on residential 
‘treets and in paving or re-paving the 
bus‘er thoroughfares. The improvement 
in the appearance of the place is a sub- 
ject of frequent comment by visitors, and 
a matter of proper pride on the part of 
the citizens. And the betterment of the 
conditions for carrying on business is in 
keeping with the improved appearance. 
dents are entitled to look forward 
to the time when every street in the city 
will be either paved or gravelled. That 
cannot be brought about in one year, nor 
in ten. But the safe and sane way to 
bring it about has been adopted, and the 
work is being carried forward without in- 
terruption. Wednesday's vote indicates 
that the owners of property are sensible 
of the stability that is being given to pro 
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| perty values by this policy of orderly im- 
| provement of the streets. 


THE MOSCOW VERSION 


The talented fictionists at Moscow 


have given to the world another of their | 


romantic tales of far-flung international 
conspiracy to overthrow the Soviet. It is 
not markedly different from their previ- 
ous efforts on the same subject, save that 
it displays a growing capacity for absur- 
dity on the*part of the authors, and a 
progressively diminishing estimate of the 
intelligence of those to whom it is di- 
rected. 

That Great Britain, France, Rumania 
and Poland made themselves parties to a 
plot involving war against Russia will be 
believed nowhere outside that country. 
But the tale is not intended to be believed 
outside Russia. It was made for home 
fore ee and obviously designed to 
establish a defence in advance for the 
slaughter of another batch of critics of 
the Red regime, and to stimulate the zeal 
of the Red army by the threat of foreign 
invasion. 

It is admitted in the course of the 
narrative that a score or so of Russians 
have been rounded up and are to be shot, 
for the offence of wanting a change of 
government and of adopting Bolshevik 
| methods to bring about the change. It may 
| or may not be significant that Stalin now 
finds it advisable to prepare the public 

mind by a recital of this kind before ho 
places a company of political offenders 
before the firing squad. In other days no 
| such concession was made to public opin- 
| ion on occasions of the kind. 
The ridiculous suggestion that the four 
powers named were parties to the alleged 
| plot is particularly interesting in view of 
the proceedings at Geneva. While Litvin- 
off pleads for disarmament in the council 
of the League of Nations, his colleagues 
fire the Slav imagination with a story 
that the powers are planning to invade 
Russia; with intent of course to keep the 
Red army on its toes and the Russian 
taxpayers in line for heavier expenditures 
in the military budget. ° 

Talk peace and prepare for conquest,

“Trust in God, but keep your powder dry.”

Caius ‘Octavius Caesar Augustus, first of the Ro- 
man Emperors, was actuated to many murders by 
suspicion. For in his youth, being the nephew of 
Julius Caesar, he was the object of more than one 
plot for assassination. Later, in his days of power, 
he suspected everyone. 

A great soldier and a great administrator, he was 
possessed by many fears. He disregarded no omen. 
Thunder and lightning he dreaded so much that im- 
mediately a storm appeared to be coming on he re- 
tired to shelter, underground if possible. He carried 
a sealskin with him tw be put on for preservation 
from lightning. 

Here are some of the things he did in the way of 
murdering: 

One day, while making a speech, he saw Pinarius, 
a Roman knight, taking notes. He at once ordered 
him to be stabbed to death as a spy and busybody. 

‘Tedius Afrer, consul-elect, criticized an action of 
Augustus. ‘The latter made threats in return, ‘Ted- 
ius, knowing they would be carried out, threw him- 
self from a great height and killed himself. 

Quintus Gallius, the praetor, came to compliment 
the emperor on his victories. Under his cloak he 
carried a tablet which he intended to present at the 
proper moment, 

Augustus saw*he had something under his cloak, 
He imagined it was a sword, but pride kept him from 
making a search, lest he should find something else, 
Instead, in the midst of the praetor'’s laudations, he 
was, on the order of Augustus, seized and dragged 
outside. The centurions and soldiers tortured the 
poor man to make him confess and the emperor him- 
self dug out his eyes, but Quintus Gallius admitted 
nothing Still he was executed. 

Augustus avenged Julius Caesar by defeating Bru- 
tus and Cassius. Brutus in despair retired to a hill 
and killed himseif, His body being found, Augustus 
sent his head to be cast at the foot of Caesar's statue, 

He treated even the most illustrious of the prison- 
ers he took cruelly, He ordered a certain father and 
his son to be killed. When they begged for mercy 
he hed a pleasant thought. He ordered them to cast 
lots to see which one should die, or, if they did not 
like this, to settle the question between themselves 
by the sword. 

The father now offered his life to save his son, 
He was quickly executed, whereupon the son killed 
himsel!, 

Augustus's victory at Perugia came on the anni- 
versary of Caesar's death, He celebrated by sentenc- 
ing a great number of prisoners to death, He made 
only one reply to those who begged for mercy, or 
sought to excuse themselves: 

“You must die.” ’

For that’s the general tone 
that runs through the letters I re- 
ceive, “I know I’m just as good as 
the other fellows who somehow 
manage to get along faster and 
get the best jobs,” 

I don't know how much comfort it 
will bring if I tell them that in my 
opinion, it's Just as likely that they 
are right as wrong In a sense, they 
are as capable as the other fellow. 

The yng that hard work and 
fair ability will bring success, is far 
from 100 per cent true, If I were a 
politician or a_ retired millionaire 
(who made a lucky strike) or a 
commencement orator, I might feel 
it necessary to preach the doctrine 
and harhmer it in. But as a pry- 
chologist who tries to look at the 
human scene as it is, I cannot fol- 
Jow suit, Tt is not only that chance 
and influence and an incalculable 
mass and mave of circumstances 
step in to upset the relation between 
endowment and achievement, but 
that the psychology of achievement 
is itself too complex a matter to fall 
in line with such @ simple rule as 
the better man gets the betler job. 

We all may dream of a Utopia 
when it is true; but it doesn’t hold 
for the world we live in, and as that 
world gets more complicated, chance 
contacts and accidents play an in-

Enlightened business management 
is giving greater and greater atten- 
tion to the regularization of employ- 
ment, ; 

One of the important factors 
making for unemployment is the 
seasonal fluctuation of demand for 
various goods, 

‘The easiest thing for the manu- 
facturer to do 1s to speed up produc- 
tion when demand is high and put 
the brakes on production when de- 
mand is low. Such a production 
policy of alternate speeding-up and 
slowing-down means recurrent peri- 
ods of unemployment. 

Many more far-sighted employers 
are successfully regularizing produc- 
tion so that employment is steady 
even though demand may be spas- 
modic, 

They prepare @ production sched- 
ule for the entire year by determin- 
ing the total output they must pro- 
duce and divide the production of 
this total output into twelve meas- 
urably equal monthly parts. 

This means, of course, that the 
goods produced during the seasons 
of slow demand may, and in most 
instances will, have to be warehous- 
ed until the seasons of high demand 
arrive. 

This werehousing is sometimes 
done by. the manufacturer himself. 

Sometimes the manufacturer in- 
duces the retailer to stock some of 
these goods produced in advance of 
the normal active demand, but dur- 
ing recent months the consuming 
public has been doing less and less 
advance buying and more and more 
hand-to-mouth buying, which 
means that the manufacturer who 
regularizes his production has had 
to do practically all of the ware- 
houcing himself. 

Sometimes the manufacturer, 
seeking to regularize employment, 
builds up various side-lines for 
which the active demand is high at 
different seasons, with the result 
that at every season his industry 1s 
buvy producing for an active current 
demand. 

Everything that can be done by 
the retailers to induce consumers 
to distribute their purchases more 
evenly it the year will

MEETING WILL 
MAKE PROTEST 


Want Federal Government 
to Assume Responsibili- 


ty for Indigents 

Assumption by the immigration au- 
thorities of responsibility for the care 
and treatment of all indigent foregin- 
ers and the assumption of responsi- 
bility for care and treatment of Bri- 
tish immigrants for a period of three 
years from the date of their admis- 
ston, is sought in a resolution to be 
submitted to the twenty-second an- 
nual convention of the Alberta Asso- 
ciation of Municipal Districts, which 
will be held at Calgary for three days, 
commencing on Nov, 19. The con- 
vention, according to John Gatr, presi- 
dent, and Edmund Pinchbeck, secre- 
tary-treasurer, ts expected to be one 
of the largest on record and to con- 
sider some of the most important 
items ever submitted to the organiza- 
tion. 

One of the aims of the convention, 
according to Mr. Gair, is to foster 
and assist all agencies for the better- 
ment of rural conditions and at the 
present time, many farmers in large 
areas of the province were in serious 
financial straits, so serious that it 
would be almost, if not entirely im- 
possible, for them to carry on and as 
a result many municipal districts 
would be hard pressed to cope with 
conditions arising within their bor- 
ders during the coming winter. 

It is expected that the convention 
will deal at some length with the mat- 
ter of hail insurance.
